{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—[{Excla- 
sive Dispatch.} With the report- 
ed sale, yesterday, of 300 acres 
at Perth ‘Amboy to Charies M.“ 
Schwab and his associates began 
the first important move in the 
effort of the Russian government 
to add to its navy by building 
and purchasing ships in this 
country.

A letter received from J. A. Macke- 
chue of this city, superintendent of the

LOS ANGELES MAN TAKEN IN IN

Gus Flersheim Ciaims He's Seven- 
ty-six Dollars Shy and Goes to the 
District Attorney—Mother Grins in 
Shocking Case—Ancther Puzzle 
About Doyle Alleged Will. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 24.—Gus 
Fiorsheim, well-known cigar drummer 
of Los Angeles, alleges he was swin- 
died out of $76 by means of doctored 
dice used during a game of poker dice 
in a joint here last night with three 
other men. His run of “bad luck“ 
made him suspicious, and grabbing the 
dice. he rushed to the street, followed 
by ot the men, but was intercepted 
by City Marshal Shay, to whom he 
gave the bones. This afternoon he had 
a long conference with the District 
Attorney. The dice were inspected and 
found to have been shaved at two cor- 
ners, a trick practiced by tinhorns for 
fleecing unsuspecting players. 

SHOCKING CASE. 

J. W. Rector, a San Francisco sta- 
tionary engineer who is charged with 
criminal assault upon the six-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. Eolia May Sheehan, 
while the latter was acting as house- 
keeper at the Blake Hotel at Goffs last 
September, was before Justice Thomas 
this morning for his preliminary hear- 
ing, and was bound over to answer un- 
der $5000 bonds. Mrs. Sheehan was the 
only witness, her story being of a most 
revolting nature, told with a face 
iliuminated with grins, quite out of 
place under the wing circum- 
stances. Several times the woman 
laughed audibly, especially when the 
attorney for the prisoner made an ef- 
fort to link her name with 
barkeeper at Goffs. This so amused her 
that she turned about, convulsed in 
laughter. 

Just before the examination began, 
and while Mrs. Sheehan was waiting 
alone with Royal Mack, a stenographer 
in the District Attorney's office, she 
suddenly commenced to pace the room, 
and, drawing from her dress a shinin 
and fully-loaded revolver, declar 
that she had heard that Rector was to 
attempt to insinuate that he and she 
had been on intimate terms, and that 
if he did she intended to shoot him 
down in the courtroom. The weapon 
was taken from her.
